The AIA has developed the Rebuild and Renew Plan, which details recommendations for the allocation of funds in 
President-elect Obama's economic recovery plan. The AlA is calling on the new administration and Congress to 
create policies that ensure these monies are spent on the planning, design and construction of energy efficient, 
sustainable buildings and healthy communities that are advantageous for both the environment and economy. 

If implemented correctly, the nearly $100 billion plan would create 1.6 million jobs throughout the design and 
construction industry. 


Recent reports estimate that the economic recovery package may total as 

KLAI JUBA LECTURES much as $800 billion, with at least $350 billion dedicated to infrastructure projects. 
However, the AlA's recommendations call for longer planning and design periods 
for projects to help ensure that they are carried out in the most effective, cost- 
PAGE 3 efficient manner and that funds are not poorly spent due to the projects being 
hastily planned and executed. Providing funding for projects across 24 months will 
ensure a steady stream of funds for job creation over the likely life of the recession. 


The plan is comprised of five key policy areas for immediate attention. Highlights 
from the plan include:

° 21st Century Schools - As the costs of energy and construction materials 
continue to increase and budgets get tighter, education agencies are further 
delaying or canceling major projects to repair and modernize school buildings. 
PAGE 4 The AIA is calling for the federal government to invest $25 billion in districts across 
the country to repair, modernize and green school buildings. Additionally, it 

is proposing $700 million for pilot programs that would provide grants for the 
development of model school campuses that support 21st century teaching and 
learning in the each region of the country. This proposal would create more than 
2009 UNBUILT 445,000 jobs across the industry. 
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* Green Buildings - The AIA is calling for the federal government to provide $30 
billion ior energy efficiency upgrades and modernization for federal, state and 
local public buildings; residential, commercial, industrial and healthcare facilities; 
INSERT and green affordable housing. Appropriating these funds would result in the 
creation of 430,000 jobs. In addition, the AIA is calling for increasing the size of 
the energy efficient commercial buildings tax deduction from $1.80 per square 
foot to $3.00 per square foot and this recommendation was just endorsed by the 
Environment America Research & Policy Center.

° Transit and Livable Communities - As Congress prepares to create legislation that stimulates the economy the AIA 
believes that it is important to invest at least $12 billion for transit facilities and operations, since they greatly enhance 
the economic development, sustainability, safety and livability of communities. Funding for transit-oriented projects 
will create compact, walkable communities that mix housing, retail, office space and other amenities around high 
quality train systems and create approximately 375,000 jobs for the building and construction industry. 

° Historic Preservation Projects — The preservation of historic buildings already in the development phase will create 
more work for the building industry and generate positive economic returns in the communities surrounding them. 
The plan calls for the appropriation of at least at least $30 million to the under-funded Save America's Treasure 
program for bricks-and-mortar preservation projects. The plan also calls for another $100 million in grants to be 
provided through the State Historic Preservation Officers and Tribal Historic Preservation Officers for non-federal public 
and nonprofit historic sites. 


° Tax Relief for Businesses — By accelerating the depreciation of energy-efficient heating, ventilation, air conditioning, 
or commercial refrigeration property installed in nonresidential property or residential rental property, businesses of alll 
sizes would be able to improve their operations, reduce costs and reduce energy consumption. The AIA is also calling 
for elimination of a requirement that businesses that perform government work have three percent of their payments 
withheld.

Last year was a bit of an anomaly; we were 
unable to meet with Lawmakers due to them not being in session. However, we still had a 
chance to meet with most our Legislators later in March here in Nevada. This year we look 
forward to the time we will have with them on Capitol Hill. The State Chapter along with 
our local chapter have been developing Issue Briefs to present to our elected officials. We 
will use this time to impress upon them the importance of these issues that directly affect 
our chapter and ask for their support. If you know an elected official, | would ask that you 
schedule time with them to present issues that are important to our profession, we can 
make a difference if our voice is loud enough. 


An exciting event at the Grassroots conference this year will be Ric Licata, AIA and 
Wyndom Kimsey, AIA presenting the Blueprint for Nevada; a part of the Institute's Blueprint 
for America. For those that are not familiar with this document; it is a resource that 
provides facts, information, ideas and recommendations that can be used to enhance 
our communities and to create a more sustainable future for Nevada. Presenting it at 
Grassroots will be a great opportunity to demonstrate to the rest of the AIA chapters what 
we are doing in this state to better the lives of our residents for a sustainable future.

- 2002 he worked in collaboration with arts consultant Jessica Cusick on the Arts Plan for 
Rem Koolhaus designed Seattle Public Library. In California Rick worked with artist Suzanne 
Lacy and curator Mary Jane Jacobs on the Borough Project for Spoleto Festival 2003, 

in Charleston SC and was lead artist on the Delray Beach Cultural Loop, Delray Beach, 
Florida. In 2005 he worked with the British Architect David Adjaye, on a project for the 
Seattle Art Museum in their new Olympic Sculpture Park. Since 2006 he has been working 
with a group of artists and community activists on Transforma Projects in New Orleans. 


Rick has received many honors. In 1997, he and Project Row Houses were awarded a 
silver medal by the Rudy Bruner Awards in Urban Excellence. In 2000 he was a recipient 
of the American Institute of Architects Keystone Award. In 2002 he was awarded the 
Heinz Award for arts and humanities, and he was a Loeb Fellow at Harvard University from 
2001 to 2002. He has received the Brandywine Lifetime Achievement Award and he is 
an Osher Fellow at the Exploratorium in San Francisco. He also received the Huston Spirit 
Award by the Mayor of Huston.

In August 2007, AIA Communities by 
Design published the AIA Handbook 
for Disaster Assistance Programs.

to several architects at the 2007 
Western Mountain Regional Conference. The AIA Handbook can 
be viewed at www.aia.org/livable. 


The AIA Nevada chapter is currently working with the Nevada 
Department of Public Safety to establish a call list of registered 
Architects willing to assist in disaster recovery operations under the 
State of Nevada’s Comprehensive Emergency Management Plan. 
This list will also be made available to the AIA Western Mountain 
Region should the need for assistance out of state be required. 


Currently, LARRY MACIAS, AIA is working with RICK MARTIN 
(Recovery and Mitigation Manager) and RON HOOD (Recovery 
and Mitigation Officer) of the Division of Emergency Management 
to establish a Memorandum of Understanding for professional 
liability protection similar to a Good Samaritan Law as established 
by other states. Additionally, we are in the process of identifying 
registered Architects in the State of Nevada willing to assist should 
the need arise.

build) juried and honored for design excellence,

SUBMISSION REQUIREMENTS 


To enter, complete the Unbuilt Las Vegas entry form included herewith, and forward it, along with the appropriate entry 
fee(s) to the AIA Las Vegas office, located at 401 S. Fourth Street, Las Vegas, NV 89101, OR fax to 702-895-4417.

Unbuilt architectural design projects of any type are eligible including purely theoretical projects and unbuilt cliént- 
sponsored projects (buildings, interiors, transportation infrastructure, monuments, public art, etc — any project type). There 
are no geographical or other restrictions on the location of projects that ultimately may be built. Unbuilt Las Vegas is open 
to all AIA members and residents of Las Vegos. The intent is to invite work by practicing architects, architectural educators 
and architecture students in Las Vegas. 


Each submission is to be a single 24” x 36" x 4” foam-core boatd and can be oriented horizont 
are to be two-dimensional (using drawings, plans, photos, narrative material, etc) and must Nt be framed or otherwise pis 
encumbered with metal, wood, glass, plastic, or similar materials. While images of models may be included on your board, 
actual models are not eligible. Be sure the text on your board includes at least one simple sentence explaining what

THE STATE 


AIA NEVADA 
PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 
CURT CARLSON, AIA, LEED AP 


AIA Nevada is looking forward to 2009 with guarded optimism. The 
economy, the inauguration and the future are the major topics 
effecting our profession moving into 2009. The Nevada economy 
slowed dramatically in all sectors in the fourth quarter of '08. A 
combination of the credit crunch, bank issues, falling stock values, 
falling tax revenues and a falling stock market have stopped projects 
from both the private and public sectors. Housing starts are down, 
tourism and hotel occupancies are down and public funding is in 
jeopardy in many areas. None of this is much different than the news in other parts of the 
country. Northern Nevada, however, does seem to be faring slightly better than Southern 
Nevada at this point in time. A lot of private and public sectors have adopted a “wait and 
see” approach to projects pending the stimulus packages, tax incentives and bailout plans. 
That's not to say that they aren't all lined up like wolves at the door trying to get their share 
of whatever becomes available. 


The inauguration and tenure of President Obama is being greeted with a range of guarded 
optimism to jubilant celebration with positive hopes for change. His initial indications of 
stimulus packages for infrastructure and government funded projects have given the 
glimmer of hope for new projects in many areas. Campaign promises of developing more 
alternative energy sources and signifying the importance of environmental issues and 
sustainable living have also lead to optimism in a large segment of the general public. 


We all wish we had the mythical crystal ball to see if these ideas will work and how to 

plan for the future. Within the profession in Nevada, most firms have contracted and 
trimmed expenses and budgets to get over the hump. Regrettably, there are a lot from the 
architectural profession represented in the unemployment numbers in the state. Most firms 
would be happy to maintain in '09. 


AIA Nevada is continuing to pursue many of the ongoing issues and programs from 2008. In 
our ongoing efforts, the “Blueprint for Nevada” is being presented and promoted throughout 
the state and region to different public and private entities. Clark County has recently 
embraced the publication and is using it as the baseline to formulate the sustainability 
programs for the County. It is also used continuously as a tool to help shape AIA Nevada 
Position Statements for local and national issues. It will be a key component in presentations 
to the national lawmakers at Grassroots in early February and also at State Legislative day in 
Carson City in late February. The implementation of the continuing education requirements 
remains an ongoing item for the chapter as well. The Nevada State Board of Architecture, 
Interior Design and Residential Design, (NSBAIDRD) approved a regulation to mandate 
continuing education as a requirement for license renewal at its October meeting. The 
effective date of the new regulation is January 1, 2010. This means that registrants must earn 
the required CEUs prior to December 31, 2010, when their 2010 certificates of registration 
expire. 


The chapter is in the initial planning stages of the second AIA Nevada State Convention. 
Scheduled for September 17-19 in Las Vegas, it is tentatively planned to be centered around 
the newly renovated Fifth Street School (home of the AIA Las Vegas offices) and surrounding 
city developments and attractions within walking distance. The theme being developed is 
“Eco-conomy” which will look at the positive effects of sustainable design from an economic 
(dollars and cents) viewpoint. 


As a sidebar on a personal note, | am greatly encouraged to see results from a lot of areas 
within the state chapter as well as local chapters. Visibility of the profession, by the general 
public and government officials, has noticeably increased in the past few years. Programs, 
such as the Young Architects Forum, Legislative Affairs and “Blueprint for Nevada” are 
gaining recognition and participation. While the chapter at times struggles with the number 
of members participating and individual involvement, it seems that the participating, 
dedicated professionals have become more involved, more passionate and more 
dedicated to the profession.
